3. CHARGE CALLED ON STATE MINISTER FOR EXTERNAL RELATIONS 
JEAN MARIE NGENDAHAYO THIS MORNING TO DELIVER DEMARCHE ON U.S. 
SUPPORT FOR FRENCH INTERVENTION IN RWANDA. DUE TO PRESS OF 
BUSINESS YESTERDAY, THE MINISTER WAS NOT AVAILABLE UNTIL THIS 
A.M. CHARGE STRESSED OUR PRIMARY CONSIDERATION IS AN 
IMMEDIATE END TO THE KILLINGS IN RWANDA AND TO PROTECT AND 
SAVE THOSE STILL LIVING. HE EMPHASIZED THAT THE EFFORT IS 
MULTINATIONAL NOT AIMED AT INTERVENING IN THE FIGHTING OR IN 
SUPPORT OF THE GOR OR RPF. THE INITIATIVE, HE ADDED, IS TO 
BRIDGE THE GAP UNTIL THE UN PKO ARRIVES. 
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4 THE MINISTER SAID THAT FRENCH INTERVENTION HAD BEEN 
CONSIDERED CAREFULLY BY THE BURUNDI CABINET ON JUNE 17 AND

GIVEN YESTERDAY'S DEMONSTRATION, CHARGE ASKED NGENDAHAYO 
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HIS OVERALL PERSPECTIVE ON BURUNDIAN REACTIONS TO THE FRENCH 
INITIATIVE. THE MINISTER EXPRESSED NO /NO UNDUE CONCERNS ABOUT 
LOCAL REACTIONS. HE CONVEYED THE SENSE THAT THE OPPOSITION 
(WHO PLAN A LARGE DEMONSTRATION THIS AFTERNOON) WERE MORE 
PREOCCUPIED WITH THE PRESIDENTIAL SUCCESSION ISSUE. 
NGENDAHAYO, LIKE PM KANYENKIKO LAST WEEK, THOUGHT INFORMAL 
DISCUSSIONS BETWEEN BURUNDI POLITICAL PARTIES HOLD SOME 
(MODEST) ENCOURAGEMENT AT THE MOMENT. CHARGE URGED HIM AND
